The Appetite is either diminithed, depraved, 
or abolifhed, Itis called znapperentia or want 
of Appetite, when food is not defired, without 
lodthing, but when meat is loathed, it is called 
Naufea; thefe differ in their caufes, and fhall be 
fpoken of diftingly. 


Caufe of Inappetentia or want of apperice? 

When there is no fucking in the mouth of the 
ftomach, there is no appetite or very little, and 
itis,when nourifhy; pboundeth and confumnes 
nots this want of Unite is rare, becaufe the 
natural heat all the life time confumes fome~ 
thing ; bu€by this means appetite is often di- 
minilhed, and if the body be cacochymick, and 
any ufual evacuation ftopt,as Terms or Hemor- 
thoids, or for want of exercife. Alfo this {uck- 
ing is not from thick humors in the ftomack 
bred, or from the head.

Their infere 
tion into the guts is plain, but where the ftock 
is, itis not fo manifeft, They gather all meat in 
the Pancreas,and we may fufpeét that they come 
from thence, and fo there is another ufe of the

* its muddinefs, that it may go cleaner into the Ji- 
ver. Hence we gather that the Pancteas or {weet

The caufes of breeding melancholy fhall be 
mentioned. in Chap.3. of the Scurvey at large, 
asin brief, thick air, grofs and windy meats, of 
an earthy fubftance, falred or pickled, or finoak= 
ed, all grofs meats; all Pulfe, Chefnuts, four 
fruits, new or hard Wine.

It 
is no wonder, if much wind do breed Now the 
wind is contained in the cavity above mentio- 
ned in the left fide, under the Diaphragma, that ~ 
is made of the connexion of the ftomach,Omen- 
tum, Colon, and bowels, and hath no paflage 
out.

Phyfitians have wondered how men could live 
with fuch a faint and little pulfe 

At firkt it is eafie to be cured, when the difeafe 
is only in the humozs, and hath not hurt the bo- 
wels, and often times only air altered, and good 
dietdoit. But ifit be fixed, ir is feldom or ne- 
yer cured perfe€ily. Men haye it nine or ten 
years, woinen twenty, for the humor is tuborn, 
andias ic hath been long a gathering, fo it mutt 
be long in curing, for it rill efit the beft medi- 
ines. If the patient be negligent, either in diet 
or Phyfick, orforbear buca little, the difeafe 
feems to be gone, butit rerurns more fierce with 
new or greater Symptonis,it often ends in a long 
Diarrhea, a Cachexy, Dropfie, or a Confump- 
tion, as the humor falls in this or that part. The 
blacker the fpots, the more danger. 

An hereditary Scurvey is feldomreured, al- 
waies fome reliques remain,and it returns alain, 
becaufe the natural weaknefs of the {pleen is the 
caufe. Women ate jofe to be cured then men, 
efpecially if their courfes ftop before their time. 
The felling and corrofion of the gums, except 
prefently curedjtatsioffall the flefa,and the teerlt 
fall out. A feayer joyned with the Scurvey, is 
notcured, except you cure the Scutyey. In great 
fpleens, if blood Gow from the right nottiil, itis

cines.

You may know the bowel that is hurt, if it 
come forth. 
The Pro- . Wounds in the middle of the belly, are more 
 gnoftick. dangerous then in the fides, by reafon of ‘the 
: membranes and nerves there, becaufealfo itis 
hard to be ftitched, and the bowels come eafier 
forth : a great wound is more dangerous, a lic- 
tle one is bad enough. And if the guts or Cawl 
come forth, the air willtaint them eafily, and 
then they cannot be put up, and it is deadly. 
The Cure. Tf they penetrate not, they are cured as other 
flefhy wounds. Ufe a long and large ‘ouler, be- 
ginning at the part oppofite to the wound, and 
make it tn forin ofan X. 

If the wound penetrate, and no bowel is huit, 
itis cured as other wounds. But firft put the parts 
into their places : but ifthe wound be too litle, 
fo that the guts cannotbe put in, becaufe they

The Ancients burnt the belly for two caufes. _ 
1, To amend the moift diftemper. 2. To eva- 
cuate humors, but they could do neither : there- 
fore it is better to let the patient die, then to kill 
him, 

As for impofthumes of the liver and fpleen, 
which they ufed to buin for, til] they come to it; 
itfeems tome as if they had killed them that 
were fo uled.
